PREDICTS RACING WILL GO ON. 



New York, July 29. — “If the new Agnew-Perklns 
laws are to 1 m* tested.” a race track attorney is 
quoted as saying, “there must la* racing here after 
September 1. To close down on August 31 would 
mean that no test eases could he brought before the 
courts. As I understand that the turf governors in- 
tend to resort to legal proc**edings 1 feel sure that 
racing will go on after September 1. but just where 
1 aui not prepared to say.” 

If the Coney Island Jockey Club decides to close 
Its gates after September 1 it is rumored that the 
great race epurse will la* rebuilt for automobile con- 
tests. The club owns enough property to construct 
a two-mile elliptical course for motor races. With 
accommodations for 50.000 spectators such a project 
would iiM*et with success. It is tadieved. Among tic 
advocates of tin* plan is said to la? Frank T. Clark, 
superintendent of the Shcepshead Bay track, who 
recently attended the motor races at Brighton Beach 
and was impressed with the sport and its posslhfli- 
ties. If Xheepshcad Buy should la* turned over to 
the motorists it would not mean the death of horse 
racing, however, inasmuch as then* are six other 
tracks exclusive of Brighton Beach which do not in- 
tend to give up without a struggle. It is legal for 
each racing association to o|a*rate for forty days 
each year in this state, which has la*en impossible 
In the past la*eause there were not enough da vs la* 
tween April 15 and November 15 to go mound. 



SUCCESSFUL AMERICAN TRAINERS OF 1910 



To head the list of successful trainers Is a distinction that carries with It groat prestige on the turf, 
rside from the financial considerations involved. The training of race horses on a successful scale demands 
the exercise of much patience, intelligence and skill and the process of transforming the untrained thor- 
oughbred into the finished racer is a task that is more exacting than ordinarily supposed. 

Among present-day trainers S. C. Hildnlh stands pre-eminent as a conditioner of thoroughbreds. Last 
year his skill as a trainer lauded him at the head of American money- vyiifning owners and this season finds 
him duplicating last year’s success. 

Apiicuded are two tabulations, one showing the thirty leading trainers of 1910 in respect to the amount 
of money won by their charges and the other the thirty lenders from the standpoint of the numla*r of win- 
ners saddled. Mr. Hildreth leads in the first named and is such a close second in |he other that it is only 
a question of a day or so ere hi* wrests tin* lead from H. G. Bedwell, whose snsftension has enabled ids 
rival to virtually wipe out the margin hy which he has been leading all year. Mr. Bedwell had the dis- 
tinction of training the largest numlier of winners in 1909. The records of the most successful trainers of 
1910 to date are shown here:

FORT ERIE MEETING HALTED 



RAILROAD STRIKE LEADS TO DISARRANGE- 
MENT OF CANADIAN CIRCUIT SCHEDULE. 



Directors of Niagara Racing Association Postpons 
Opening Scheduled for Today Until Railroad Is 
Able to Furnish Service to Race Course. 



Buffalo, N. Y., July 29. — (At the eleventh hour the 
Niagara Racing Association announced through the 
local press that the meeting at Fort Erie, which hod 
been advertised to begin tomorrow, had been post- 
poned until such time as the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
which has a strike on its hands, can furnish ser- 
vice to the course at Fort Erie. The announcement 
of the postponement came so suddenly that few at 
first gave it creden**e. The official entries for to- 
morrow were made at the usual hour at the course 
this morning and were printed in the afternoon 
papers, and not until late in the afternoon was the 
news given out of the postponement. Should the 
Grand Trunk strike he settled within tin* next few 
'lays the meeting will be run, but should the strike 
continue the racing at Fort Erie will Ik* deferred 
until October. 

Much of the patronage accorded to Fort Erie rac- 
ing comes from the territory served hy the Grand 
Trunk and the directors of the Niagara Racing As- 
sociation felt that the meeting cool*! not he success- 
fully conducted without the usual train service to 
and from the track, which tin* railroad was unable 
to guarantee on account of the strike with which -It 
is (contending. 

Dave Leary. Who came here* in charge of Fltz Her- 
bert, wired S. (’. Hildreth the news of the postpone- 
ment and asked for instructions. The chances are 
that the horse will be shipped to Saratoga to fill 
his stake engagements at that point. 

E. W. Heffner, who brought Guy Fisher and Bang 
from New York, will race these two horses over the 
(’anadian circuit during the remainder of the season. 
Jockey A. Lang accompanied Mr. Heffner and will 
do all of his riding when be can make the weight. 

Jockey Kennedy, who has been riding for J. R. 
Wainwright. has arrived from New York, and will 
ride as a free lance. 

Joseph A. Jones got in with four horses from 
the Empire City track. His string is made up of 
Isabel Oasso. Rash. Amoret and Heetagon. 

Jockey J. Wilson is here and will temporarily ride 
for Forrest Rose. Beginning with the meeting at 
Hamilton he will join the Valley Farm Stable and 
will ride for them during the remainder of the sea- 
son. v 

Jockey Ganz has returned to his home at Louis- 
ville. where he will rest until the opening of the 
fall meetings in Kentucky. Ganz has been ill for 
a month with malarla.\ V 

Judge_ Charles F. Price, who was the presiding 
official at the W’iudsor meetipg. is here to conclude 
the investigations of the Mill on the Floss-Caper 
Sauce and Monoreif-Redwine races. Several parties 
have been on the carpet and it is understood that 
sensational evidence has developed in both of these 
cases. S. A. Clopton. W\ O. Burttschell, jockeys 
Palms, Pease, Goldstein and P. T. Chinn, owner of 
Redwlne, have all been interviewed hy Judge Price 
and a final decision in the matter will Tie handed out 
in the next few days. Up to date Pease and Palms 
have been suspended and Coley Thompson has been 
barred from the privileges of all the Canadian 
tracks.
